President Carter brags that he has 
appointed 12 black Ambassadors. Those 
‘unknowlegeable about black appoint- 
ments in the past might be impress6d with 
such an illustrious list. But, those who 
have been familiar with the Washington 
scene understand the public relations 
gimmick involved in such an an- 
nouncement. 

More than 15 years ago, President Lyn- 
don Johnson appointed seven blacks as 
Ambassadors when such appointments 
It was Johnson 
who broke the ice and set the pregedent. 
He named as Ambassadors Elliot 
Skinner, Mercer Cook. Patricia Harris, 
Clinton Knox, James Naprit, Hugh

Ambassadors. His appointees included 
such outstanding blacks as Jerome Hol- 
land, Samuel Westerfield, Clinton Knox, 
Clyde Ferguson, Terence Todman, and 
William T. Coleman.

GUNS OR BUTTER? 


The Administration's budget projects large 
increases in military spending over the next 
five years. It says defense spending will be 


- $100 billion higher than “would be needed 


simply - to maintain the 1980 level in real 
terms.” 

That's alot of money. It will come from fore- 
gone tax cuts, domestic programs, and other 
sources. 

The five-year total military spending would 
be in the neighborhood of one trillion dollars, 
double the preceding five years. 

A change of that magnitude reflects a 
change in national priorities. Yet it has been 
accompanied by the kind of debate one might 
expect to precede such a drastic decision. 

The easy assumption is that the military 
budget'’s jump is a response to the brutal Rus- 
sian aggtession in Afghanistan and to the irra- 
tional Iranian holding of American hostages. 

Not so. The budget was locked in place by 

* the time the Russians started marching, and 
most of it was agreed on before the hostages 
were taken. The jump in military spending was 
largely the result of promises made to.secure 
the SALT Treaty’s meg when it was still 

ative. 

. But the reaction ot candidates and public 
alike seems to be favorable to the hike. The 
assumption is that the Russians have been 
building up their forces and we've got to play 
catch-up. 

That assumption can be questioned, and t 
ought to be before the nation commits itself to 
such a radical change in priorities.

Klux Klan Act, penalized per- 
sons who “shall conspire 
together or go in disguise. . . 
for the purpose of depriving 
any person or any class of per- 
sons of the equal protection of 
the laws; or of equal privileges 
or immunities under the laws.” 

The Klan survived because 
of both overt and covert public 
support. It did those things 
which the most vocal of the 
white southern populace 
wanted done. Now that the 
former slaves had been freed, 
the Klan was not simply to 
keep the black man from vot- 
ing, but also to keep black 
people from being educated, 
keep black men from white 
women who chose to cohabi- 
tate with these black men, and 
generally to keep black people 
“in their place.” 

Similar organizations, with 
similar tactics had existed on 4 
more jocal level throughout 
the slave era preceding the 
Awengan Civ War with the 
singular purpose having been 
to keep the slave system intact.

What is sad here is obviously addressed to black read- 
ers. It is in-group talk. It concerns a letter which was 
received from a doubtlessly sincere white reader, who! 
taken exception to the effect that our staggeringly high 
black youth unemployment was a major national 
responsibility. a 

The reader's reply may perhaps be best summed up 
with his own words this way: “Stop babying the youth. 
Stop blaming the white people. Just blame yourselves. ... 
Darn it, if the black youth came out with motivation and 
really went after things with training, etc., the whites 
would have to afford them their due.” 2 

Now, all of us know of, and are almost daily cowed and 
demeaned by, white persons whose forte or “thing’; is 
bullying black people into accepting white folks’ interpre- 
tations of every bitter racial reality and injustice. Yet, even 
in these cases, we may see and profit from the age-gid 
principle that “every knock is a boost.” ~ Ty 

If the entire letter of this particular reader were before 
us, most of us would perhaps see in it an essent ly 
positive spirit, whether or not we agreed with most or thy 
of its specific contents. One point which he makes seems, 
in some profound sense, to have merit, even though it rriay 
seem gratuitous if we get locked into a mere considesa- 
tion of its source. The reader states: “What | find wrong 
with the black leaders...is that you want something tobe 
done for the unemployed black youth when the real t 
ble is that most unfortunately-- and | say this with 
found sorrow -- that you don’t encourage them to reaily 
help themselves!” A 

If we were all asked to quickly huddie in some one 
groups and come up with a list of specific ways in which 
this comment might be helpfully interpreted, some fasci- 
nating and, indeed, rewacding results might surface. 

Some of us might agree right off with Frederick Dou- 
glass, who, wrote, “No people that has solely depen 
on foreign aid, or rather, upon the efforts of those, U 7 
way identified with the oppressor, to undo heavy bu 8 
ever stood forth in the attitude of freedom.” 

What Douglass suggests for us here is that “God helps 
those who help themselves.” In line with this, some who 
have huddled with us to respond to our reader's comment 
about encouraging our beleaguered black youth to hbip - 
themselves might add that “foreign aid ls almost always 
fickle and, in many instances, self-defeating.” +2 

We might interpret this latter remark; first, as a reminger 
that we must somehow build muscle into the black com- 
munity. It is only through self-help and group ple 
that we as black Americans may move with power, im y 
and command toward and into the American mainstream. 

Secondly, this same remark concerning the fickle'tnd 
potentially self-defeating nature of “ in ald” or dut- 
side help could point to the example of organifed - 
labor, as, “the friend of black people,” has done tous. 
Organized labor historically in the latter 1800's was organ- 
ized over and against black people who were recertly 
emancipated and were already moving into the labor 
market. The unstated and perhaps unconscious concern 
of organized labor was to enhance and protect the inter- 
ests of the masses of European immigrants who were tfien 
competing with blacks for a place on the lower rung& of 
the American economic ladder. ; of 
—That_is what historically was done by, “friends” who 


would now offer usforeign aid”. But of even more imme-——

cted Of Murder 


Pleads Guilty To Lesser 
Charge During New Trial 


A 28 year old man who 

was granted a-new-trial 
-after serving almost five 
years on a murder convic- 
tion, pleaded guilty Mon- 
day in Common Pleas 
Court to a voluntary mans- 
laughter charge. 

Michael Goins was con- 
victed in 1975 of murdering 
47 year old Anton Bland 
and maiming his twin 
brother, Antonio Bland, 
sons of Yvette Bland with 
whom Goins lived. 

While serving hi rm, 
however, U.S. District 
Court Judge Joseph Kin- 
neary ruled that Goins 
must be retried or released 
within 60 days because 
jurors had read a story 


about the trial in the. 


Citizen-Journal. 

The CJ story reported 
that Judge George ‘Tyack 
had ruled Goins did not 
have an agreement with the 


prosecutor to allow him to 


plead guilty to a charge 


* less than murder. 


Goins’ attorney insisted 
that his client had been 
offered a chance to plead 
guilty to manslaughter in 


exchange forthe testimony 
he gave for the prosecution 


in the trial_of James Weind, 
charged with the murder of 
Hermalee Ross. 

When Goins' attorney 
‘demanded a mistrial on the 
grounds that four jurors 
admitted to having read CJ 
story, but insisted that they 
would not allow it to affect 
their decision. 

Kinneary. held that the 
fact that Goins had offered 
a guilty plea to a lesser 


charge could be prejudi-- 


cial. Tyack should have 
questioned the jurors, 
separately in his chamber 
rather than en masse in 
open court, Kinneary said. 

After the 6th U.S. Circuit 
of Appeals in Cincinnati 
upheld Kinneary's deci- 
sion, the judge issued his 
order, retry him or release 
him. 

Goins allegedly beat 
Anton and Antonio severely 
after their mother left them 
in his care while she went 
shopping. She took the 
children to Children Hospi- 
tal after learning of the 
beating. administered by 
Goins, her live-in boyfriend

In a fiery eaiaailas 
sermon last year, the pas- 
tor of the 12th Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, the Rev. Cleo-

Rate Up By 
26% For Blacks 


The cancer mortality rate 
—for btack Americans has 
risen 26 percent in the past 
25 years as opposed to a 
five percent increase for 
white Americans, accord- 
ing to arecent report by the 
American Cancer Society, 
“Cancer Facts and Figures 
for Black Americans - 
1979.” 

The report also states 
that during this same 
period, the cancer inci- 
dence rate for blacks 
increased eight percent 

owhite declining three per- 
cent for whites. 

Over 6.5 million black 
Americans will eventually 
have cancer; one in four 
according to present-reres.” 
In 1979 about 73,000 black 
Americans will be diag- 
nosed as having cancer 
and about 44,000 will die of 
cancer, the report indi- 
cates. 

“Our statistics show that 


in 1979, 12,000 blacks will’ 


develop lung cancer and 
about 10, 000 will die from 
the disease,” said Dorothy 
Cage, chairperson of the 
Service and Information 
Center of the Franktin 
County Unit of the Ameri- 
cafi Cancer Society. 

“The death rate is 39 per 
100,000 black Americans, 
about 20 times what it was 
40 years ago. The rate for 
blacks is slightly higher

than for white Americans, 
Mrs. Cage added. 

Lung, colon-rectum, 
prostate and esophagus 
were the sites where blacks 
had significantly higher 
increases in cancer inci- 
dence and mortality rates. 

While esophageal cancer 
has been declining among 
whites, the incidence 
among blacks has in- 
creased sharply. Cancer of 
the, esophagus accounted 
for’ 1tpercent of digestive 
system cancers among 
blacks but only four per- 
cent among whites. 

The incidence of invasive 
cancer of the uterine cervix 
decreased in both black 
hite women, al- 
though the incidence in 
blacks is still more than 
double that in.whitss. How- 
ever, the rate for endomet- 
rial cancer (cancer of the 
body of the uterus) for 
white womenis double that 
of black women. 

Most of the differences in 
black and white cancer 
rates have been attributed 
to environmental and 
social factors rather than to 
inherent biological charac- 
teristics. Because q higher 
percentage of blacks than 
whites are in the lower 
socioeconomic group. risk 
of exposure to industrial 
carcinogens may be 
increased, 
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program is generally 
referred to, organizations 
have a way to get assist- 
ance with management 
concerns at no cost to the 
‘organization. 


Oftentimes, lack of

Birmingham Church Bombing Was Solved 


Hoover Accused Of Blocking 


Proseuction Of Kiansmen Who 


Killed Four Black Children 


BIRMINGHAM, Alabama 
- The late FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover blocked 
prosecution of four mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Kian 
who killed four black child- 
ren when they bombed the 
16th Street Baptist Church 
in 1963. 

The allegation was made 
by the New York Times, .on 
the strength of Justice 
Department reports obtain- 
ed by the newspaper. 

The report also says a 
fifth suspect in the bomb- 
ing was hired by the FBI as 
an informer although he 
failed a lie-detector test. 
The informer-was identified 
by the Times through other 
documents, as John Wes- 
ley Hall, now deceased. He 
was referred to in the Jus- 
tice Department reports as 
“Huey Lipscomb”. Hall was 
a convicted felon and was 
known to fellow Klan 
members as “Nigger.” . 

The Birmingham FBI 
office tried, on several 
occasions, to persuade 
Hoover to allow prosecu- 
tion of Hall and four other 
suspectéd Kiansmen, 
RobertE. Chambliss, 


Bobby Frank Cherry, Her- 

man Frank Cash, and 

Thomas E. Blanton. 
According to the Times, 


“Hoover responded that. 


‘the chance of prosecution 
in state or federal court is 
very remote,’ according to 
the task force report, and 
he ordered that no meeting 
take place with the prose- 
cutors.” 

Chambliss was con- 
victed of murder for the 
bombing in 1977, on less 
direct evidence than that 
offered, °when Hoover 
refused to prosecute in 
1964. & 

Chambliss and the other 
three men were identified 
by three eyewitnesses, who 
placed them in the vicinity 
of the church about eight 
hours before the bomb 
exploded. 

’ The report also stated 
that Hall was of such a-vio- 
lent nature, he had been 
reported to the Secret Ser- 
vice so that he could. be 
kept under surveillance as 
a-threat to the president of 
the United States. 

The Hoover allegations 


came as the result of an 


investigation of the FBI's 
involvement with another 
informer, Gary Thomas 
Rowe, Jr., who is under 
indictment for murder in
